Council spends £2.27m in charges on free travel passes “

Traffic wardens upped the 
number of tickets issued by 
11,182 in the 2011/2012 finan¬ 
cial year, helping towards a 
£2.98m street parking surplus. 

But almost all the money was 
used to pay for free bus and 
train passes for disabled and 
elderly people. The £5.56m in¬ 
come was the highest amount 
in four years and does not in¬ 
clude car park charges. 

Kingston Council spent a

record £2.27m on concession¬ 
ary fares during the 2011-12 fi¬ 
nancial year, including giving 
pensioners and disabled peo¬ 
ple free bus and train travel. 
The figure was far above the 
£825,000 in the past three 
years. 

Rolson Davies, lead council¬ 
lor for finance and resources, 


said: “We are not in control of 
the level of expenditure on 
concessionary fares. That is 
controlled by [Mayor of Lon¬ 
don] Boris Johnson. If Boris 
puts the cost of concessionary 
fares up, where does it come 
from? We would have had to 
cut services or we would have 
had to put council tax up.” 

Drivers spent £18m between 
March 2009 and March 2012 on 
fines, permits and meters. 


A council spokesman said: 
“Those figures do not repre¬ 
sent the real story. Kingston’s 
income has risen by just 9 per 
cent in the last year while we 
have slashed spending and 
costs to council taxpayers by 
20 per cent, saving more than 
Elm to protect essential ser¬ 
vices. This year it will mostly 
fund travel passes for disabled 
and elderly people as well as 
the park and ride scheme - 


spending which would other¬ 
wise come from taxpayers’ 
pockets.” 

Wardens upped the time in 
2011/12 they spent patrolling 
to 62,452 hours and handed out 
57,669 tickets. 

Income from parking permits 
rose nearly 43 per cent to more 
than £l.lm, while Kingston 
motorists put about 20 per cent 
more cash into parking meters 
than the previous year - £1.7m.

Residents’ 
anger over 
fly-tipping 

Residents in Church Road, 
Old Malden, have reached 
tipping point in an ongo¬ 
ing problem with dumped 
rubbish on a derelict site 
in their street. 

Alison Rawlings, who 
lives directly opposite the 
site, said: “The rubbish 
has been there since Au¬ 
gust and has not been 
picked up and has been 
added to. 

“It is dreadful that peo¬ 
ple use it as a dumping 
ground just because it is 
completely empty. 

“The building is not par¬ 
ticularly attractive, but it 
is the rubbish that makes 
it look just awful.”

“They said it would be 
done within 24 hours and 
that was on Thursday. 

“I think we have been 
more than patient with 
them and it is time they 
got their act together.

Woman demands answers 
after child killer runs free

A woman who was manhandled by an es¬ 
caped murderer as he fled from court has 
demanded answers after the security firm 
refused to say what went wrong. 

The 23-year-old graduate was cycling 
home from work on June 18 when Richard 
Kwakye, a convicted child killer serving 
life, fled Kingston County Court, where he 
had been for a family-related hearing. 

He injured two security guards with a 
piece of wood with a screw fixed to the end 
before running into St James Road outside 
Kingston College and pushing her off her 
bike. 

Kwakye was sentenced to an extra three 
years in prison in December for escaping 
lawful custody, two counts of actual bodi¬ 
ly harm and possession of an offensive 
weapon, in addition to the 35 years he was 
already serving. 

Both Serco and the Ministry of Justice 
have refused to say how he escaped. 

The Surbiton woman, who asked not to 
be named, said: “The whole point of giving 
someone 35 years is that they are in prison 
and cannot get out. 

“I don’t understand why he was not 
wearing handcuffs - why on Earth was he 
outside? I have questions. I will be writing 
a complaint to the court. It has caused me 
stress. 

“He was following me. He grabbed my 
arm one way and I pulled the other. I was 
shocked. 

“He had a weapon. God knows what he 
could have done.” 

The 29-year-old from Twickenham was 
jailed in July 2011, for the murder of Siari- 
ah Letang, a 19-month-old girl from 
Thornton Heath. 

Her Majesty’s Courts and Tribunals Ser¬ 
vice, part of the Ministry of Justice, said it 
was for security company Serco to com¬ 
ment. 

Paul Rennie, head of custody services 
for Serco, said: “Following the incident we 
reviewed our prisoner escorting proce¬ 
dures and are confident they are safe.” 

Kingston councillor Barry O’Mahony 
said: “People deserve an explanation as to 
how this happened and why, and an assur¬ 
ance that it will not happen again.” 


Build scrapped 

Proposals for a student development 
on the old Esso site in Kingston Vale 
have been rejected by Kingston Council. 

The plans to build student accommo¬ 
dation on the site caused huge contro¬ 
versy among residents. 

The AK Property Investments pro¬ 
posal would have demolished a bunga¬ 
low at la Robin Hood Lane and built a 
multi-storey car park. 

On December 17 the development 
was rejected in full.

Body found in Thames 
was missing student

Pupils at Tiffin School took part in 
a whole school assembly last 
Thursday to remember year 13 
student Conor O’Donoghue, 
whose body was found in the 
Thames on Tuesday. 

Conor, 17, was found one month 
after he went missing on Decem¬ 
ber 8 on Kew Bridge - where he 
was last seen by a friend at 3.30am. 

Headteacher Hilda Clarke said: 
“The school is very saddened by 
the news. 

“It is very tragic. 

“His poor, poor parents. It is so 
devastating. 

“Everybody always lived with 
hope.” 

Miss Clarke sent a letter to par¬ 
ents of Tiffin students on January 
9, after hearing the news of 
Conor’s death. 

She wrote: “We received the 
tragic news of his death this 
morning, when we were informed 
that he had been found in the 
river.” 

Miss Clarke wrote that Conor, 
who lived in Richmond, joined Tif¬ 
fin’s sixth form in 2011 and did 
very well in his first year, showing 
promise of fulfilling his ambitions 
to study physics at university. 

She wrote: “Our thoughts and 
prayers are with his family at this 
very sad and distressing time. 

“I know that you as parents and 
the wider Tiffin community will 
want to share with us in sending 
our sympathy to Conor’s parents.” 

Tributes to Conor poured in on 
Twitter, as friends of the teenager 
paid their respects. 

Jake Barlow wrote: “RIP Conor 
O’Donoghue, scary to think one 
moment we were in the studio

together and now you’re gone. 
Miss you bud x.” 

Joshua Somerville wrote: 
“Horrific news about Conor 
O’Donoghue and can’t imagine 
how his family are feeling. 

“Gives some perspective #RIP.” 
Conor had spent the night out 
with friends in Camden shortly 


before he went missing and 
posters were put up across Lon¬ 
don to help with the search. 

The postmortem examination, 
which took place on January 10 at 
Fulham mortuary, was inconclu¬ 
sive as to how he died, but the 
death is still being treated as non 
suspicious.

Drug man’s excuses 
don’t wash with jury

A gardener who had 51 cannabis 
plants growing in his garage told 
police officers searching his prop¬ 
erty that he was just house-sitting 
for his wife. 

Freddie Lee, 55, of Thornhill 
Road, Surbiton, later changed his 
story and said in a statement read 
out in court that he had rented his 
garage out to a man for storage 
purposes. 

He said he had come to 
an agreement with the man for a 
sum of £50 a week, but refused to 
identify him for fear of his 
safety. 

Mr Lee was convicted by a jury 
on Wednesday of being concerned 
in the production of a controlled 
class B drug after officers 
searched his home on July 20, 
2011. 

The cannabis plants, ranging 
between 40cm and 110cm, were 
found in his garage after police of¬ 
ficers executed a search warrant 
of the three-bedroom

detached property that evening. 

Prosecutor Timothy Godfrey 
said: “Officers carried out a 
search of the house - nothing 
incriminating was found. 


“However, the house had a 
garage, where 51 plants were 
growing. The walls were lined 
with silver foil. 

“There were 14 overhead 600W 
lights, extracting fans and an 
electric thermometer. 

“There were also electric pumps 
to collect water. It is on this basis 
that I say it was a cannabis facto¬ 
ry.” 

Investigating officer Detective 
Constable Clayton Woracker, who 
gave evidence, confirmed that al¬ 
though the garage could have 
been accessible by pedestrians 
from around the back - the door 
had been blocked, making the ac¬ 
cess point from the garden of the 
homeowner. 

Two other people - Sharon 
McMahon, 44, from Walton, and 
John Williams, 28, from Bailey 
Crescent, Chessington - were also 
charged, but charges were 
dropped ahead of Lee’s trial that 
began at Kingston Crown Court 
on Monday, January 7. 

Lee will be sentenced tomorrow, 
January 18.

Axe hovers over police 
counter opened in 2011

The front desk at Millbank House in Sur¬ 
biton could close as part of Metropolitan 
Police cost-cutting measures, announced 
this week. 

The office was only opened in Febru¬ 
ary 2011 after the closure and sell-off of 
Surbiton police station. 

The volunteer-run desk at Cl Tower, 
New Malden, had been thought to be in 
the firing line, according to a report 
leaked to the Evening Standard before 
Christmas. 

Councillor Derek Osbourne, leader of 
Kingston Council, said: “We would re¬ 
gret any counter closing and would want 
to know substantial reasons for it.” 

Borough Commander Martin 
Greenslade said only four people a day 
visit the office. 

He said: “I have to keep a community 
support officer sitting there for eight 
hours a day waiting for callers when 
they could be out on the streets prevent¬ 
ing crime.” 

The Mayor’s Office for Policing and 
Crime said it was reducing the amount 
of space police took up, selling surplus 
buildings and reinvesting in smaller, 
more efficient, facilities. 

Also released were draft plans the 
Mayor’s office said would increase the 
number of front-line police officers 
across all London boroughs.

neighbourhood teams double in size 
from 46 officers and community support 
officers in 2011, to 92 by 2015. 

The borough would also see the overall 
number of officers increase from 278 


in 2011 to 313 in 2015. 

But Labour London Assembly member 
Joanne McCartney claimed the num¬ 
bers represented a decrease from 2010 
levels for two-thirds of boroughs, in¬ 
cluding Kingston. 

She said: “Contrary to what they say, 
this is further evidence the Mayor and 
Government are cutting too far too 
fast.” 

Liberal Democrat London Assembly 
member Stephen Knight said: “They 
have reduced numbers by freezing re¬ 
cruitment. It is being done on a baseline 
that is already reduced.” 

Both reports form the basis of a public 
consultation that will run until March 6. 

A meeting will be held in the council 
chambers at Kingston Guildhall on 
February 27, from 6pm to 7pm, to allow 
the public to put across their views.

From an ecological 
point of view, they provide impor¬ 
tant habitat for bats and birds and 
from a historical perspective, they 
are an important surviving exam¬ 
ple of innovative Victorian civil 
engineering. 


“Before losing this heritage for¬ 
ever the community deserves a 
truly impressive proposal and in 
my view that is not what they have 
been offered.” 

Alex Ritson, a spokesman for the 
Friends of Seething Wells, said: 
“This development has caused the 
country’s leading environmental¬ 
ist Zac Goldsmith to speak out, 
along with Edward Davey. 

“They both recognise it is simply 
wrong to build luxury homes on 
what is effectively a nature re¬ 
serve. This is the riverside equiva¬ 
lent of concreting over school 
playing fields. The fact hundreds 
of people have come to our public 
meetings shows people care.”

Kingston’s last complete 
industrial archaeology site 


The decision over the 
Seething Wells filter beds is 
soon due and, if planning con¬ 
sent is given, then the last 
complete industrial archaeol¬ 
ogy site in Kingston will be 
destroyed. 

Last week Surbiton resi¬ 
dents were leafleted by Hydro 
Properties outlining its pro¬ 
posals for the Seething Wells 
filter beds. 

The leaflet was called 
Seething Wells Life. The first 
subject they looked at is the 
heritage and they start with 
“however, this must be predi¬ 
cated on accurate and factual 
records”. 

I am a Surbiton resident and 
a trained archaeologist with 
over 20 years’ experience in 


the heritage sector. 

In 2011 I managed the Her¬ 
itage Lottery funded commu¬ 
nity project on the filter 
beds and have since delivered 
tours and talks to many 
organisations. 

All research was carried out 
using documents from the 
archives in Kingston, London 
and Surrey. Everything that 
my colleagues and I have writ¬ 
ten and talked about is backed 
up by good solid research. 

Conversely, Hydro makes 
numerous historical and fac¬ 
tual errors in its heritage 
briefing. Every page is 
marred with inaccuracies and 
it does not show much use of 
original sources. 

It even cut and pasted text 


straight from Wikipedia. The 
report can be downloaded 
from the Sanctuary website. 

One of the most glaring mis¬ 
takes is the claim that the 
original Lambeth filter beds 
have been built on. They still 
exist and are in use by 
Thames Water. You can go 
and look at them. 

Hydro claims the plans for 
the site will “repair and pre¬ 
serve the industrial heritage 
of the site”. 

The development will de¬ 
stroy the filter beds and their 
layout. All that will be left is 
one settling bed to be used as 
a wildlife area. 

These are the only filter 
beds remaining from a large 
complex of beds, which has 


now largely been built on. 

This is an important site. It 
is part of a conservation area, 
and in a report to English 
Heritage was designated as 
having national importance. 

On Christmas Eve, it fea¬ 
tured in the Independent’s 
“Britain’s best walks”. 

The bottom line is, if the de¬ 
velopment is allowed, the fil¬ 
ter beds will be destroyed, and 
a fraction of the industrial ar¬ 
chaeology will be left. 

This is the last, complete, 
large scale industrial archae¬ 
ology site in Kingston upon 
Thames.

Headteacher: 
Things have 
not improved 


Kingston Council’s efforts to 
move on from its child safe¬ 
guarding crisis were dealt a 
blow after fresh reports of vul¬ 
nerable children being failed 
by the service were revealed 
by headteachers. 

Claims that a pupil had been 
gang raped, though not while 
at school, and that a member 
of non-teaching staff, since 
fired, was caught “ogling” stu¬ 
dents on CCTV were among 
the revelations made during a 
scrutiny panel meeting last 
Tuesday. 

Each of the allegations was 
since the council brought in a 
fresh team to rebuild its shat¬ 
tered reputation in the wake of 
a damning Ofsted report in 
July. 

Headteacher Siobhan Lowe 
from Tolworth Girls’ School, 
speaking on behalf of the bor¬ 
ough’s schools, said: “It is ter¬ 
ribly frustrating as a school 
when you bounce between the 
systems. 

“Safeguarding lack under¬ 
standing of the school envi¬ 
ronment and, at times, can be 
incredibly rude. Things have 
not improved.” 

Other claims included stu¬ 
dents being suddenly removed 
from schools shortly before

they were due to sit exams, 
and some vulnerable pupils 
having to stay at school until 
late at night waiting for a so¬ 
cial worker to arrive after rais¬ 
ing a concern that afternoon. 

Leader of Kingston Council 
Councillor Derek Osbourne 
described the allegations, if 
true, as shocking. 

Speaking after the meeting, 
Coun Osbourne said: “Trying 
to turn around where we were 
is going to take some time and 
many of the staff who will be 
leaving or have left were still 
in place at the time of these in¬ 
cidents and failures. 

“In that sense, this is 
a reflection of the problems 
that have already been 
highlighted.” 

Coun Patricia Bamford, lead 
member for children’s ser¬ 
vices, said: “I was shocked and 
dismayed to hear these revela¬ 
tions, and I asked the head¬ 
teacher to provide all the 
details of the cases mentioned 
that same night. 

“Until I know about these 
cases in detail it would be en¬ 
tirely wrong for me to com¬ 
ment further.” 


Marching over health cuts 


Campaigners could march 
through the centre of 
Kingston next month, in op¬ 
position to cuts to the bor¬ 
ough’s health services. 

Seven activists from the 
Keep Our NHS Public group 
met at Kingston University’s 
Penryhn Road campus last 
Wednesday and resolved to 
organise a march on Febru¬ 
ary 16. 

The group opposes NHS 
South West London’s Better 


Services Better Value review, 
which says the area’s four 
main providers will have to 
save £370m per year by 
2016/17 — a 24 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in costs, the review ar¬ 
gues, not a budget cut. 

Co-organiser Richard 
Donnelly said: “Kingston is 
the place where a demonstra¬ 
tion could have an effect on 
national Government be¬ 
cause we have a cabinet MP 
here.”

More families will 
opt to rent in 2013 


More families will choose to rent 
rather than buy in the next 12 
months with demand for rental 
properties outstripping supply in 
London and the south east. 

That’s the prediction from the 
Association of Residential Letting 
Agents (ARLA) which has just 
revealed its predictions for the UK 
property market for 2013. Ian Potter, 
managing director of ARLA, said the 
lack of affordable mortgage finance 
coupled with borrowing caution 
from consumers will result in more 
families choosing to rent rather than 
buy in the next 12 months. 

Mr Potter said: “The private rental 
sector will likely play an even more 
crucial role in the housing market in 
2013, as renting becomes a default 
choice for many people who simply 
cannot afford to own a home, or are 
too cautious to take out mortgage 
finance.

greater spotlight, where some 
quarters of the PRS let the wider 
market down.” 

Mr Potter suggested that 2013 will 
not see a slowdown in rent levels. 
“When it comes to rent levels, as long 
as the shortage of housing stock 
continues, it is unlikely that there 
will be any relief on rising rents 
throughout 2013. Indeed, in urban 
areas the demand for single person 
occupancies may well continue 
throughout 2013, which will increase 
the existing pressure on high 
demand properties and areas,” he 
said. 

Susan Henderson, Leaders letting 
agents area manager in Kingston 
said: “We agree with ARLA’s
